Dallas, Tex., has provided an 
example of leadership in the prob- 
lem of race which is_hearten- 
ing and inspiring. The business- 
men of that city have brought 
off a plan of statesmanship which 
is so practical and so unanswer- 
able by the peddlers of prejudice 
and false premises, that it merits 
a round of applause on _a nation- 
al basis. 


It is a piece of leadership which 
can be emulated by other cities 
in the South and Southwest 
wherever there is leadership of 
integrity and _ intelligence. It 
would take some doing. It would 
require an admission of past 
error. It would necessitaie the 
initiative of mature decision. But, 
it is so natural a thing to do, 
that consciences will take on ex- 
tra weight of guilt where there 
is failure to act. 


Long Planning 


After long planning by white 
and colored citizens of Dallas it 
was quietly arranged that on a 
certain day a pre-determined 
number of Negroes would go to 
40 stores and restaurants and 
have lunch. (Included in these 
was the tea room of the world 
famous Nieman-Marcus.) The 40 
institutions were, of course, in- 
cluded in the citywide planning 
by the business leaders. One 
hundred and fifty-nine Negroes 
lunched without incident. 


This was not easy for Dallas. 
It was the last of the large Texas 
cities to abandon defiance of court 
orders and to accept an order 
of desegregation of schools. This 
will begin with the autumn term. 


But what makes the Dallas 
plan unique is that the business- 
men realized that school desegre- 
gation meant that the Negro 
citizen could not, and should not, 
any longer be barred by various 
stratagems from use of pub- 
lic facilities. 


Care was taken to make the 
beginning a natural one of com- 
mon use of public facilities. There 
was no false picture of ‘‘together- 
ness’, It was, rather, an attempt 
to accept the facts of life. 


Dallas did not want to become 
another Little Rock, New Orleans, 
Birmingham, or Montgomery. 
Mobs and demonstrations do noth- 
ing but harm. Nor is this dam- 
age temporary. It endures. It 
certainly is no part of the right 
to peaceful demonstration to fave 
filthy-mouthed harridans shriek- 
ing and spitting on school children 
and their parents as happened in 
New Orleans. 


Community Affair 


Dallas planners kept their 
operation secret—until it was ac- 
complished. From the beginning 
it was a community affair. No 
legal test had been made. No 
national organizations were in- 
volved. Secrecy was necessary 
to prevent inflammatory actions 
by agitators. Newspapers and 
television stations reported the 
success of the move after it had 
become news. 


This municipal statesmanship 
was the product of the Dallas 
Citizens’ Council. (This is not to 
be confused with the various 
White Citizens Councils pledged 
to defiance of law and court de- 
cisions.) The Dallas Council has 
250 members. Each member

Weeks said Meriwether would 
be arraigned Wednesday before a 
U.S. commissioner on that charge. 


The lanky, balding Meriwether, 
who was described in police bul- 
letins as “armed and extremely 
dangerous,’ also is wanted on a 
second federal warrant charging 
unlawful flight to avoid prosecu- 
tion for robbery in Florida.

WASHINGTON—The administration appears to have decided that 
Moscow must play the first card in the diplomatic poker game over 
Berlin if the issue is to be resolved around a table. 


Premier Nikita S. Khrushchev’s 
television address Monday struck 
officials here as a careful and de- 


liberate imitation of President 
John F. Kennedy’s television dis- 


cussion of the subject last month. 
Both men vowed firmness, both 
pleaded for a peaceful solution 
and neither offered even a hint 
of’ what might be negotiable. 


And the first hint, in Washing- 
ton’s view, must come from the 
Soviet Union. 

Kennedy deferred comment on 
Khrushchev’s speech until his 
news conference Thursday morn- 
ing. But the advice of his foreign 
policy experts seems to be against 
any revelation of concessions that 
the West might be prepared to 


make. 


NATO Endorses Rusk’s Call 
For Show of Force at Berlin 


PARIS (UPI) — The 15-power 
North Atlantic Treaty Organiza- 
tion Tuesday unanimously en- 
dorsed an appeal by U.S. Secre- 
tary of State Dean Rusk for a

* Sources said Vandiver’s friends 
bought the television time. 


In addition to ou the 
major plans for the rest of his 
administration, Vandiver re- 
viewed the highlights of his first 
two and a half years in office 
and said “most important of all 
(was) restoring the confidence of 
the people in the conduct of the 
state’s business.” 


He also used the telecast to 
call for ‘restraint and caution 
on the part of every citizen” in 
the coming desegregation of 
Georgia schools. 


Vandiver’s speech obviously 
was aimed at critics who have 
attacked his administration as 
well as an outline for the last 
phase of his program. He appar- 
ently timed it to have fuil impact 
before the next governor’s race 
gets in full swing. 


The new programs which Van- 
diver activated all were approved 
overwhelmingly by the legislature 
or recommended by legislative 
groups and committees. He gave 
these details of each: 


Medicare — 100,000 persons al- 
ready on welfare rolls will get as- 
sistance in paying hospital and 
nursing home bills. The program 
will encourage the Opening “of 
many new nursing homes.” Ex- 
panded benefits irom both the 
state and federal governments 
will pay for the program, and no 
new money will have to be taken 
from the surplus.

Refugees flow from East Germany at highest rate 
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in eight 
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What effect Soviet Premier 
Nikita S. Khrushchev’s speech on 
Berlin had on the refugees was not 
clear. But it was obvious that 
Khrushchev's firm insistence on 
gaining Communist control of the 
Western access routes to Berlin 
did little to encourage them to 
remain in East Germany. 


During the 24 hours that ended 
at 8 a.m. Tuesday, 2,021 refugees 
had registered in West Berlin, the 
highest number since May 28, 
1953, when 3,973 were registered 
just before the East German re- 
volt against the Communists. 


RED POLICE PROWL 


There were reports of Commu- 
nist police prowling East Ger- 
many in disguised radio cars, of 
stricter checks at the city limits, 
and of new Communist rules 
limiting trips to the capital. 


Information Bureau West said 
that at Schoenfeld, on the south- 
east city limits, the border police 
unit was increased to 65 men and 
15 plainclothesmen are on con- 
stant street patrol with walkie- 
talkie radios hidden in their cars.

Dr. Buchman 


Dies; Headed 
World Group 


FREUDENSTADT, Germany (. 
Dr. Frank Buchman, the Pennsyl- 
vania pastor who founded the 
Moral Rearmament Movement 
and spread its ideas over much 
of the world, is dead at the age 
of 83, 


He succumbed to a heart at- 
,tack Monday night in this Black 
Forest town where he conceived 
MRA. 


Its ideals, centering around Dr. 
'Buchman’s beliefs that God could 
rule the world through direct com- 
‘munication with men, attracted 
hundreds of thousands of follow- 
ers. In some areas it became con- 
troversial, with critics asserting 
Dr. Buchman held a naive belief 
‘in the power of faith toward 
worldy affairs. 


After studying theology and 
serving as a Lutheran pastor in 
| Philadelphia, Dr. Buchman toured 
the Middle East, India, China, 
Korea and Japan before World 
War I as a missionary. 


In 1921 he founded “A First 
Century Christian Fellowship."’ 
This later became known as the 
Oxford Group after the British 
University where Dr. Buchman 
was lecturing. The change to an 
active, worldwide group, he ex- 
plained later. came just before 
World War II when “the world 
was on the edge of chaos.” 


The movement has no creed 
and no church affiliation. In addi-

Board Chairman James 5S. 
Peters of Manchester said the 
eighth grade in Georgia hasn't 
been ‘wholly implemented.” 
When the 12th grade was added, 
Peters said, the four high school 
grades were pushed up, leaving 
the eighth grade as a void be- 
tween high school and elemen- 
tary school, 


Peters said some parents have 
told him that their children were 
simply repeating seventh grade 
material in the eighth grade. 


Peters read a_ letter from 
Richard Henderson, professor of 
teacher education at Emory, de- 
scribing the eighth grade in 
Georgia as ‘‘a sort of ‘lost grade,’ 
tacked on to the lower end of 
the high school.” 


“‘No on quite knows what to 
do with this grade,’’ Henderson 
continued, “‘so that too often in- 
struction of these pupils is turned 
over to coaches and other staff 
members who have nothing 
better to do with their time.’ 


Board members said something 
ought to be done to standardize 
eighth grade instruction. They 
decided to discuss the problem 
again at the board's November 
meeting and hear from Miss Ira 
Jarrell, curriculum director in the 
Department of Education. Hen- 
derson also will be invited to at- 
tend.

Never in 
so short a time have state services been 
increased to such an extent, along with 
launching of a massive construction and 
capital improvements program in state 
institutions, without a tax increase. 

In announcing activation of new state 
programs, however, the governor seemed 
to be engaging in some fiscal sleight-of- 
hand that requires further explanation. 
These include the medical care for the 
aged plan, school tuition grants, state 
salary increases and tax revaluation 
studies. He proposes to put these into ef- 
fect with approximately a million dol- 
lars from the state surplus. 


The medical care program, to cost 
state and federal government upwards of 
7 million dollars for 100,000 elderly on 
welfare rolls, is a poor substitute for a 
comprehensive health plan for the aged 
now tied up in Congréss. But just how the 
state, hard-pressed to make ends meet, 
will be able to finance its share without 
dipping into the surplus is hard to figure. 


The amount for tax revaluation, to 
come from the surplus, is $613,655. This 
will make studies possible only for coun- 
ties which already have qualified and is 
far from equal to the job the governor 
indicates needs to be done. 


As for tuition grants, the governor 
merely left this in the hands of the State 
Board of Education to find the funds from 
“regular appropriations.” Following its 
interference with the Atlanta board Mon- 
day, it just might have to.

Kennedy a Winner ie | 


By Soviet’s F eat 


As Maj. Titov flew around the earth every 
86 minutes, eating, sleeping and doing sitting- 2 
up exercises, his most improbable thought was 


that he was helping President Kennedy te overcome one of the most 
difficult obstacles he has encountered so far in getting his programs 


through Congress. 


But this is what the shuttling 
Soviet Cosmonaut may have been 
doing for the President's contro- 
versial foreign aid legislation. 
And if so the particular reason is 
to be found in one of the aspects 
of democracy — a free press. 

The anomaly is created by 
these facts: 

1, In his foreign aid program 
the President has identified his 
leadership more closely with a 
basic detail than in any previous 
legislation. The detail is a five- 
year appropriation of $$ 8 billion 
for the financing of long-term de- 
velopment loans to uncer-devel- 
oped nations. 

2. Therefore, a Congress rejec- 
tion would be accurately head- 
lined as a smashing personal and 
political setback for the Presi- 
dent, accentuated by its defeat at 
the hands of a Democratic Con- 
gress. 

3. The responsibility of mem- 
bers for defeating a proposal for 
which the President has so deep- 
ly involved his leadership un 
doubtedly has been made heavier 
by the crowning Soviet feat in 
space. 

But those with a sense of peril 
tend to unite behind the head of 
State on a course he has labeled 
vital to his success. If the Presi- 


dent carries his proposal, and es- 
pecially if the margin is consid- 
erable, it is at least arguable that 
the military implications of Ti- 
tov’s flight indirectly eased the 
risks Kennedy assumed in merg- 
ing his prestige with distasteful 
legislation. 

The reasons for distaste have 
not vanished in the discussion 
because they are fundamental. 
Hence, though Sen. Fulbright, one 
of the ablest advocates of the 
proposal, and Rep. Passman, one 
of its most determined foes, use 
the same phraseology in their 


Statements, they remain far 
apart. 
“We've lost control of the

W ASHINGTON—The House dealt the administra- 
tion a legislative setback Tuesday by rejecting a pro- 
posal to convert a plutonium-producing reactor at Han- 
ford, Wash., into the world’s largest atomic power plant. 


The setback, administered by 
an unusual coalition of Republi- 
cans and Democrats from South- 
ern, coal-mining and Northeastern 
states, could have serious reper- 
cussions in plunging the atomic 
power program deep into a bit- 
ter public vs. private power con- 
troversy. 


It was primarily on the public-

Inasmuch as 
South has announced a hand 
containing strictly preemptive 
values, thoughts of slam should 
not be seriously entertained. 
Furthermore, the Blackwood call 
is not calculated to help North 
solve anything. If South has an 
ace there is no assurance that 
spades are solid, and then surely 
declarer will be subject to the 
loss of at least one heart trick. 
There is the further considera- 
tion that a contract of five spades 
is by no means safe. 


West opened the jack of 
hearts. East took the queen with 
the ace and returned the -four 
of the suit which declarer won 
with dummy’s king. At a quick 
glance it appears that declarer’s 
one hope rests with finding the 
singleton or doubleton queen of 
spades with East so that only 
one trump trick need be yielded. 
This was unlikely from the bid- 
ding and, had declarer proceeded 
on that basis, the hand would 
have been set, for East would 
rise with the ace of trumps and 
give his partner a heart ruff. 


South considered it a _ better 
plan to dispose of the heart in 
his hand. He therefore cashed 
two rounds of diamonds. The 
third one was ruffed by East 
with the queen of spades and 
declarer overruffed. A club to 
the ace then put dummy in to 
lead another diamond. East 
ruffed with the ace and South 
discarded his last heart. On the 
heart return, South was now 
able to ruff high and draw 
West's trumps, bringing home 
his contract.

State Sen. Erwin Mitchell 
labeled the reversal an_ invita- 
tion to the federal courts to ‘‘de- 
clare wholesale integration’’ and 
demanded that Gov. Ernest Van- 
diver ask the board to change 
its decision. 


The chairman of the state board 
himself took issue with the de- 
cision. 

“IT don’t see that the Atlanta 
board had abused its discretion,” 
chairman James S. Peters de- 
clared. As chairman, he did not 
vote in Monday’s 7-2 decision. 


Any attack on the placement 
plan itself appeared to be de- 
layed until after school opening, 
however, with the announcement 
of Negro attorney E. E. Moore 
Jr. that 38 Negro applicants will 
appeal to the State Board of 
Education. 


The state board does not meet 
again until September, after At- 
lanta schools open. 


Moore indicated that if the state 
board rejects the Negroes, 
will then ask.the federal court 
to rule that the pupil placement 
plan is being unconstitutionally 
administered.

Property tax revaluation — A 
fund containing $613,655 .is being 
set up to loan to counties so that 
they can try to equalize the tax 
load in their counties. Local gov- 
ernments pay only 28 per cent of 
school costs and “this is a vivid 
illustration of the fact we need 
(such) studies.” 


NOT APPROVED 


Only the salary raises for state 
employes were not approved for- 
mally by the latest General As- 
sembly, and such raises have been 
recommended by many legisla- 
tors. 


Vandiver had been withholding 
decisions on these programs until 
he had studied the financial pic- 
ture for the rest of his term of 
office. 


None of the programs, however, 
received nearly the amount of 
money which the legislature rec- 
ommended for them. 


The tax program originally car- 
ried a price tag. of $1 million, but 
Vandiver said the $613,655 he set 
up would make studies possible 
in the nine counties which already 
have qualified for aid. 


The tuition grant program orig- 
inally carried a $5 million price 
tag, but Vandiver told the board 
of education to finance a limited 
program out of its own budget. 


$4.5 MILLION 


Medical care for the aged orig- 
inally was estimated to cost about 
$4.5 million if the funds were 
made available for dental care 
and drugs as well as_ hospital 
costs and nursing home Care. 


And some legislators had called 
for an increase of two grades— 
rather than the one Vandiver ap- 
proved—in state salary schedules. 


The governor had warned, how- 
ever, that the state will have to 
use most of its surplus to finance 
the next two regular budgets and 
had indicated that he would not 
allow much of the money to be 
used on new programs. 


In the final minutes of the pro- 
gram, Vandiver turned again to 
the decision he and the Legisla- 
ture made last January to pass 
a ‘‘freedom of association”’ school 
package that would keep them 
open and out of the hands of the 
federal courts. 


PADLOCKING “UNTHINKABLE” 


Vandiver told listening parents 
that “the prospect of subjecting 
the children of Georgia to vio- 
lence, of padlocking the schools 
and colleges, and turning a mil- 
lion children out on the streets, 
was unthinkable to me and to 
practically every member of the 
General Assembly.” 


Then the governor ticked off 
the policy for the school deseg- 
regation crisis which Atlanta faces 
in less than three weeks: 


“‘Demonstrations, such as the 
march of the Negroes on the State 
Capitol, calculated to cause vio- 
lence, will be prevented. Lives 


and property shall be protected. | 


No state forces will ever be used | 
to enforce federal court decrees.” 


And he wound up with a plea 
for a peaceful school opening: 
“Georgia has been relatively free 
of any racial violence. We must 
keep it that way. Outbreaks of 
violence could set us back a hun- 
dred years.” 


Before getting into his pro- 
grams for the future, Vandiver 
reviewed his administration and 
pointed out several times that 
accomplishments were at- 
tained without raising taxes. 


In a list of the 10 biggest 
achievements of his administra- 
tion, Vandiver listed the school 
plan, no tax raises, ports devel- 
opment, building programs, men- 
tal health progress, highway re- 
construction, reorganizing the rev- 
enue department, changing pur- 
chasing department policies, state 
development and restoring the 
people’s confidence.

Ballenger 
Called 


By Court 


JESUP (®—A Wayne County 
citizens’ group seeking to recover 
about $16,000 in public funds from 
Sheriff John C. Reddish obtained 
a subpoena for Solicitor General 
Jack Ballenger of the Brunswick 
Judicial Circuit Tuesday to ap- 
pear at a court hearing Aug. 18. 


The group brought the court 
action last Saturday after the 
Wayne County Commission failed 
to heed an ultimatum delivered 
last Tuesday demanding tnat the 
commissioners recover the money 
from Reddish. 


The group alleges that Reddish 
took in $14,859 between May 10, 
1959, and July 10, 1961, from cash 
bonds posted with his department 
for traffic cases made by sheriff's 
deputies or the state patrol. The 
group also maintains that Red- 
dish failed to account for a differ- 
ence of $1,141 between the amount 
of cash bonds and money paid the 
clerks of the city or superior 
courts. 


Ba'lenger was directed to bring 
all records of traffic cases, cash 
bons and monies received by the 
county in the peniod from March 
10, 1959, through Aug. 10 of this 
year. In addition he was directed 
to bring any and all records per- 
taining to traffic cases, cash 
bonds and monies received by the 
county uncovered in Ballenger’s 
investigation of the Wayne County 
sheriff's office for the November, 
1960, and April, 1961, terms of 
the grand jury. 


Also subpoenaed were officials 
of two Wayne County banks, who 
were directed to bring ledger 
sheets showing county accounts 
during the same period from 
1959 to 1961. 

After setting the Aug. 18 date 
for the hearing, Judge Douglas 
Thomas directed the commission- 
ers to file defensive pléadings 
before Aug. 14.

Foods Low in Fat 
Combat Cholesterol

“The cause or causes of arteriosclerosis and 
thrombosis remains a mystery,” said Dr. Purcell Rob- 
erts, an Atlanta cardiologist, “but the diet is among 
the easier-controlled known factors.” 


“The Heart Association has 
come out strongly in favor of 
low saturated fat diet,’’ added 
Dr. Roberts. 


“Not everyone is affected by 
high fat content. Some people 
can handle fats in their diet,’’ 


Last in @ series. 
points out Dr. Roberts. “And 
those people are usually in- 
volved in heavy exercise.”’ 


Dr. Roberts went on to ex- 
plain that he stresses the low 
saturated fat died ‘‘for profes- 
sional and personal reasons.” 


Arteriosclerosis indicates to a 
physician that the disease is 
characterized by deposits of a 
special fatty substance In the 
lining of the arteries—a fat-like 
substance called cholesterol. 


HIDDEN 


Cholesterol is found not only 
in the obvious animal fats, but 
is also hidden in egg yolks, the 
butter fat in milk, cheese and 
other dairy products, oysters 
and the flecks of fat found be- 
tween the fibers of lean meats. 


There has been a great deal 
of controversy on whether these 
foods should be avoided — es- 
pecially egg yolks and oysters. 
‘Although cholesterol is present 
in egg yolks and oysters, I don't 
advise against them in my prac- 
tice,"’ commented Dr. Roberts. 


His..chief objections are but- 
ter fat, beef tallow and mutton 
fat. ‘Fish oils and chicken fat 
are allowable,’ he explained. 
“They have some saturated fat 
but if the more saturated fats 
are cut out, then I believe that 
the patient is safe to include 
these foods in his diet.” 


“IT often suggest that a person 
prepare his food in olive oil, 
corn oil or margarine made of 
corn oil — if he isn’t over- 
weight,”’ stated Dr. Roberts. 


The local cardiologist recom- 
mends a menu of high lean pro- 
tein, leafy vegetables, skimmed 
milk or buttermilk and fresh 
fruits. ‘““These foods limit fats 
and calories,’’ he added. 


If you're looking for a tasty 
recipe that will vary from the 
dishes you've grown acus- 
tomed to and still remain in 
the boundaries of the low sat- 
urated fat, you'll enjoy this 
Broiled Flank Steak with To- 
mato Sauce. 


BROILED FLANK STEAK 
WITH TOMATO SAUCE 
1% lbs. lean flank steak 


Powdered cloves or mace 
Salt and pepper 
1 cup tomato puree 


Score or cut surface of meat 
crosswise about every 3 inches. 
Sprinkle lightly with cloves or 
mace, salt and pepper. Put 
steak in broiler, 5 to 6 inches 
from tip of flame. Broil 10 min- 
utes on one side and 7 minutes 
on the other. Heat tomato puree. 
Carve meat on the bias with 
sharp knife, in 8 slices not more 
than %-inch thick. Serve toma- 
to sauce over 2 slices of meat. 
You may have to buy 2 pounds 
and trim off the fat. Makes 4 
servings. 


Meats should be broield or 
roasted when following this type 
of diet. And include low-calorie 
dressings in your staples.

2 cups cranberries

Besides that, a 
large part of this very slim 
surplus was obligated already to 
fixed expenses. 


We met this challenge by start- 
ing a program of reorganization, 
economy and efficiency, through- 
out the State government. 


At the same time we were con- 
fronted with the pressing prob- 
lem of meeting increasing needs 
in education, health, welfare, 
highways, and institutions. 


There were well-meaning sug- 
gestions that I ask the General 
Assembly for massive tax in- 
creases upon you to spread a 
blanket of new Revenue over the 
State government. 


But I knew—and you knew, 
my friends—that Georgia govern- 
ment had grown wasteful and 
inefficient through such periodic 
tax increases. 


Instead, the Vandiver adminis- 
tration chose to do its work the 
hard way. We simply cut out the 
boondoggling, the waste, and the 
graft. 


Kept Careful Watch 


The money we saved was then 
spent for essential needs. 


We moved to increase reve- 
nues—yes, but not through new 
or boosted taxes. We did it 
through fair, vigorous and im- 
partial collection of existing 
levies. 


We set up truly competitive 
bidding. 


In day-by-day budget adminis- 
tration, a careful watch has been 
kept on spending every dime of 
your tax money. 


Well, you ask, what has this 
accomplished? 


The Vandiver Administration 
has financed the largest budget 
in history without new taxes. 


We have shown that services 
can be financed and expanded 
without having to run to the 
people every four years for a 
new round of tax increases. 


We-have balanced two budgets 
out of existing income. 


We have built the surplus to 
the highest level in history. 


We came very close to balanc- 
ing the last fiscal year’s budget. 


And now, the funds on hand will 
finance the mammoth $412-mil- 
lion-dollar budget adopted by the 
1961 General Assembly. 


To Dip Into Surplus 


The State’s income in the fiscal 
year just concluded was $395 and 
one-quarter million dollars, with- 
in about $700,000 of what I esti- 
mated in my Budget Message 
last January. 


We are going to dip into the 
surplus to a reasonable extent to 
finance the current year’s budget. 


After all, the surplus is the peo 
ple’s money. And I believe that 
your money should be kept at 
work for you, so long as it is ex- 
pended wisely. 


We have shown by performance, 
what the phrase “Better govern- 
ment through businesslike ad- 
ministration” can mean to you in 
dividends paid—in services ren- 
dered. 


Oh, yes, there are those who 
scoff at the idea of operating the 
government for the people and 
who hold that government should 
be conducted for the favored 
cronies at the expense of the 
conscientious taxpayer. 


It is Ernest Vandiver’s philoso- 
phy, my friends, that if we can 
buy two oranges of equal quality 
through competitive bidding for 
the price of one, then we can put 


oranges on the table at Milledge-.

The health and welfare of each 
of you—is of paramount im- 
portance to me, certainly not the 
greed of any profiteer. 


During the past 30 months, 
largely through tightened revenue 
collections, state income has risen 
about $57 million dollars. 


By using this money, and by 
gaining another $20 million 
through economical operation, the 
Vandiver administration this year 
is pumping over $76 million dol- 
lars in new money into education, 
health, welfare, highways and in- 
stitutional operations. 


Overall, the budget increases 
providing these essential services 
in three years of the Vandiver ad- 
ministration without new or ad- 
ditional taxes, exceeds by $3 mil- 
lion dollars all of the increases in 
operating budgets provided for 
most essential activities, with a 
tax increase, in all of the preced- 
ing four fiscal years. 


For instance, working budget in- 
creases for education in the Van-

In the first two calendar years 
of 1958-1959, in the Vandiver Ad- 
ministration, a grand total of 473 
new plants and major expansions 
of existing plants were located, 
or were made in 183 separate 
Georgia communities.

I am deeply gratified to tell you 
tonight that a plan has been per- 
fected, through cooperation of the 
health department, the welfare de- 
partment, and the governor’s of- 
fice, whereby 100,000 senior citi- 
zens on assistance rolls will be 
assured hospital and skilled, nurs- 
ing home care beginning next 
January 1. 


Liberalized Benefits 


This program is made possible 
through liberalized benefits to be- 
come available soon from both 
the state and the federal govern- 
ments. The cost per year is close- 
ly estimated at $7,200,000. 


It will not be necessary to drain 
any of this money from the sur- 


tions bill.

State Salaries 

I am well aware that salaries of 
state employes have not kept 
pace with those offered by private 
industry and other governmental 
branches in this particular area. 


If this enlightened state intends 
to provide the services required 
by the people, it is imperative that 
the salaries paid to our workers— 
many of whom remain loyal at a 
sacrifice—be enticing enough to 
attract, and retain, qualified and 
competent people. 


I believe that we should make 
an investment in the human ele- 
mem in our government, as well 
as in bricks and mortar. 


Therefore, I want to tell 16,000 
state employes, their families and 
friends, that I have approved a 
one-step general pay raise for all 
those people, effective Aug. 1— 
eight days ago. 


Overlapping Work 


I am requesting every state de- 
partment head to re-examine his 
operations very carefully with the 
view of eliminating any possible 
overlapping functions and secon- 
dary programs. 


Actually, the general salary 
raise will take only $205,000 from 
the surplus. I have letters from 
all except a few small depart- 
ments assuring me that the one- 
step raise can be financed in full 
without asking for a dip into the 
reserve. 


Now, let me invite your atten- 
tion just a moment to a reveal- 
ing chart. As you see, it shows 
that the State of Georgia pays 
72 per cent of the cost of public 
education. The local governments 
pay only 28 per cent. 

This is a vivid illustration of 
the fact that we badly need tax 
revaluation studies—and immedi- 
ate action on the results of these 
studies. 


The 1961 General Assembly rec- 
ognized this need and approved 
the appropriation of $1,000,000 for 
loans to those counties which are 
willing to make such studies, and 
readjust their tax structures.
